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To TH READER, 


HAVE frequently heard, at different places 

in the kingdom, complaints made by ſeveral 
perſons of fraudulent abuſes and miſmanage- 
ment of their charities ; and I have thought, from 
ſome inſtances, which have more immediately 
fallen under my obſervation, that theſe complaints 
were but too well founded. 
Indeed I am told, the preſent forms, as pre- 
ſcribed by the law, for enforcing the due and pro- 
per application of charity-money to the purpoſes 
it is given, are, in general, ſo tedious and ex- 
penſive, that thoſe who are inclined to aſſiſt the 
Poor in maintaining their rights againſt their op- 
preſſors, moſt commonly are diſcouraged from un- 
dertaking it; and from hence it is, I believe, that 


truſtees of charities finding, too often, they can 


go on with impunity their own way in embezzling 
or miſapplying the poor's money, diſregard their 
complaints, and bid defiance to the laws. I ſup- 
poſe this is underſtood to be ſo much the truth, as 
to have occaſioned the following paragraph in the 
news- papers laſt November; viz. 


« WE hear an enquiry will be made into the 
£ ſeveral reſpective charities for the relief of the 
* poor throughout this kingdom, and in what 
* manner they aye diſpoſed of ; as, upon a mo- 
c derate calculation, the above charities amount 
eto three millions ſterling agnually.”

I have, ſince the reading this, been attentiye to 
the proceedings of Parliament; thinking that the 
Legiſlature might probably take this matter into 


their conſideration ; but nothing as yet has been 


done to promote ſuch an inquiry, that I know of. 
And it is upon this account, partly, I have been 
induced to lay before the public the following let- 
ter, which, containing a plain detail of facts, may 
ſerve to ſhew, in ſome ſort, the propriety of ſuch 
an inquiry; at leaſt it may probably furniſh ſome 
uſeful hints to thoſe who have leiſure to demon- 
{crate more fully the expediency of it. However, 
I muſt obſerve, that had the dignified perſon, to 
whom the following letter was wrote, diſcovered a 
diſpoſition to rectify, as he ought, the abuſes of 


the charity complained of, it would neyer have 


been offered to the public view. But as he has 
not- vouchſated to take any notice of it, and the 


poor are ſtill kept out of the benefit of the cha- 
rity-money, this, I ſuppoſe, will be thought a rea- 


ſon ſufficiert, without aſſigning any other, for the 
publication of it. | 
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MY LORD, 


IE perſuade ourſelves that it will not be 
thought improper, after the ſeveral appli- 
cations made to your lordſhip proving ineffectual, 
that we ſhould take this method of conveying our 
ſentiments to your lordſhip, upon the management 
of ſir Marmaduke Darell's charity, which is of 
great importance to our {mall pariſh. NE 
It is true, the pariſhioners have been foiled and 
foiled again in their attempts to come at a certain 
knowledge of this charity; but a late unexpected 
diſcovery enables us to ſtate the truth to your lord- 
ſhip, with more preciſion and exactneſs: and we 
hope that our honeſtly endeavouring to diſcharge 
what we think an indiſpenſable duty upon us as 
church-wardens, will meet with your lordſhip's 
approbation. Indeed, we cannot help thinking, 
that the bringing the hidden things to light, and 
aſſerting the rights of the poor, are commendable 
works, and ſuch as your lordſhip muſt approve 
of; but, however, if we fhould be under any 
miſtake in our ideas on this head, we have to ſay 
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in vindication of our conduct, we are taught to 


let our light ſhine before men, that they may 


& jee our good works.” 

Moſt of the pariſhioners have been for many 
years exceedingly diflatisfied with Mr. Willis's 
taking to himſelf the entire management of the 
charity, and not applying the charity-money in ſo 
many years to the ules it had formerly been appli- 
ed, and in keeping them ſo long and ſo much in 
the dark about it, that for want of an opportuni- 
ty of reading the charity-deed and the accompts, 


they were greatly at a loſs to know what meaſures 
to take, to have the charity looked into, and the 


abuſes rectified, they thinking the poor ought not 
to be deprived of any of the benefits intended them 
by fir Marmaduke Darell; and that it is a great 
hardſhip that the miniſter ſhould withhold that 
from them, which they have an undoubted right 
to, independant of his will and pleaſure, 

This is the foundation of their complaint, and of 
the ſeveral applications which have been made to 
your lordſhip on their behalf. In regard to the 
two firſt applications, we ſhall have no need to 


6 any other remark, than that the promiſe you 


was pleaſed to make the gentleman, who waited 
upon you, has not yet been performed, viz. that 
he ſhould ſee Mr. Willis's accompts. But in 
reſpect to the laſt application, we beg leave to put 

our lordſhip in mind of all the particulars, as we 


imagine it will conduce much to place the facts we 


would ſubmit to our conſideration in their true 
light; and, therefore, your lordſhip will pleaſe to 


recollect, that two ſervants who had lived ſeven 


years in their places in the pariſh, and a poor boy 
deſirous of being put out apprentice, preferred a 
petition to your lordſhip about a year ago, which 
ſtated fir Marmaduke Darell's charity, as it could 
be then collected from the information of the old 


Þ h pariſhioners, 
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pariſhioners, viz. That the income of the charity 
was 21 l. 48. a year; that ſix-pence in money and 
ſix· penny- worth of bread were to be given weekly 
to ſix r widows, and the reſidue of the ſaid 
yearly 115 was to be applied in keeping the church 
of Fulmer in neceſſary repair, allowing 51. to 
ſuch ſervants as ſhould continue in their ſervice 
ſeven years in the ſaid pariſh, and in putting out 
poor children apprentice, as the ſame ſhould ariſe 
and be ſufficient for ſuch purpoſes ; that the dean 
of Windſor was impowered by the ſaid charity- 
deed to inſpect the ſaid charity, and to ſee that the 
ſaid yearly ſum was honeſtly applied to the pur- 

oſes for which it was given; that the miniſter of 
Fulmer had received the ſaid yearly ſum of 211. 
45. for upwards of 24 years, amounting in the 
whole to 5291. 16s. or thereabouts; and that he 
never rendered any accompt to the deans of 
Windſor, or to any one elſe, to the knowledge of 
the pariſhioners; that after paying the ſix poor 
widows their weekly allowance, it the ſame had 
been properly and fairly paid, without intermiſſion, 
there would be a clear fur of 51. 125. yearly ac- 
Co to be applied to other purpoſes mentioned 
1 


the ſaid ſir Marmaduke Darell's deed ; which in 


twenty-four years would amount to 1341. 8s. or 
thereabouts ; that before the ſaid Mr. Willis had 
the receipt of the ſaid charity-money, after paying 
the ſix poor widows their weekly allowance, and 
keeping the church in repair, there was a yearly ſav- 
ing out of the ſaid ſum, ſufficient to pay the allow- 


ance to ſuch ſervants who continued in their places for 


{even years, and alſo to put out poor boys appren- 


tices; but ſince the ſaid Mr, Willis had the wa- 


nagement of the ſaid charity, little money had 
been expended in repairing the church, and no 
poor boy put out apprentice, or ſervant, who had 
{cryzd ſeven years, paid the gift; that it was appre- 
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hended there was a conſiderable ſurplus of the ſaid 


charity-money in his hands, which ought in conſci- 


ence to be applied to the uſes for which it was given; 
that ſeveral of the pariſhioners had frequently in- 
quired of Mr. Willis about the application of the 


ſaid charity-money, but he always avoided beet | 


them the ſatisfaction of knowing how he diſpoſe 

of the ſame, ſaying, he was accountable to no body, 
and evading by ſome means or other the letting 
them know, that the charity-money received by 
him had been fairly and conſcientiouſly applied to 
the purpoſes for which it was given; that one of 


the petitioners had lately applied to the ſaid Mr, 


Willis to have the benefit of the ſaid charity, as he 
had ſerved upwards of ſeven years in the ſaid pariſh, 
but he refuſed giving him any ſatisfaction therein; 
wherefore the ſaid petitioner prayed your lordſhip, 
that you would be pleaſed to order the ſaid Mr. 
Willis to account for the charity-money he had 
received yearly for the purpoſes aforeſaid, to the 
end it might appear, how far he had applied the 
ſame, and that they might, out of the ſurplus in 
his hands unapplied reſpectively, have the benefit 
thereof agreeable to the benevolent intention of 
the donor. | 

And, if your lordſhip will pleaſe to remember, 
at the foot of this petition, we, and ſeveral others 
of the principal pariſhioners, teſtified our appro- 
bation thereof by a ſubſcription, ſignifying we 
thought it reaſonable Mr. Willis ſhould render a fair 
accompt of all the charity-money he had annually 
received, and that the ſurplus in his hands, which 
we thought conſiderable, ſhould be applied to the 
purpoſes for which it was given, and that the peti- 
tioners ſhould have fuch benefit as they were re- 
ſpectively intitled to. | 


And, if your lordſnip will pleaſe to recollect, 


aſcw months after this petition was preſented to 
| | you, 
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you, one of the petitioners hearing of your being 
at Windſor, waited upon you, to know your pleaſure 
thereupon ; and you ordered him to acquaint Mr. 
Willis, and us the church-wardens, you would 
have us come over to you at Windſor the Monday 
following; and accordingly we all attended your 
lordſhip at the time appointed, when your lord- 
ſhip was pleaſed to aſk, if we had ſigned the peti- 
tion? And, upon our anſwering in the affirmative, 
you required to know why we did it? And we told 
your lordſhip, for the good of the pariſh; and we 
deſired that the charity-deed and Mr. Willis's ac- 
compts might be read at a veſtry, that the pariſh- 


joners might know how the charity-money had 


been diſpoſed of. But your lordſhip ſaid, Ve had 
nothing to do with the charity, for that Mr. Willis 
was accountable to you, and you was accountable to no 
Body; and, upon one of us ſaying, then we had no 
buſineſs there, your lordſhip made anſwer, © that 
you ſent for us over to acquaint us that neither we 
nor the pariſhioners had any thing to do with Mr, 
Willis's accompts; that he had accounted to you, 
and there was money in hand; and you would 
order 20]. to be laid out upon the church.” And 
upon its being objected to Mr. Willis, before your 
lordſhip, that he ought not, for his own credit, to 
be againſt the pariſhioners ſeeing his accompts, 
he declared he was not obliged to ſhow his ac- 
compts, and that we never ſhould ſee them. We 


mult acknowledge that we were then ſo ignorant of 


-fir Marmaduke Darell's charity-deed, which had 
been ſo long concealed, that we were incapable of 
undeceiving your lordſhip, and could make no re- 
ply ; but ſuppoſing it exactly as your lordſhip had 
declared, that we had nothing to do with the cha- 
rity, it ſeemed odd to us that the pariſhioners ſhould 
þe denied a ſight of Mr. Willis's accompt, how he 
had applied the charity-money which was given 
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for the uſe of the pariſhioners. And indeed, we 
muſt be ſo free to own, we thought the refuſal of 
a requeſt, which could not but appear reaſonable, 


implied much more than we ſhall take the liberty 


to expreſs, and ſhall leave it to be gueſſed, what 
we think of him, who ſets up for a preacher of 
righteouſneſs, and judgment to come, and yet is 


afraid to ſubmit his management of the charity to 


the view of his pariſhioners. 

But what of all other things muſt appear moſt 
extraordinary, is, that Mr. Willis, who being per- 
fectly acquainted with the charity-deed, he having 
a copy, ſhould ſtand by in filence, and hear what 
* and yet ſuffer your lordſhip to pronounce ſo 
ſolemn a judgment directly contrary to the expreſs 
meaning of the charity-deed, as we are able and 


mall ſhow your lordſhip in the ſequel of this letter. 


Treated after this manner, we returned home with 


the diſagreeable news to the pariſhioners, who 
were impatient to hear what your lordſhip had 


done for them in this affair; and exceedingly diſ- 
appointed they were, when we reported what 
your lordſhip had ſaid to us, and many obſervations 
were made by them, which we ſhall not preſume 


to trouble your lordſhip with. However, ſome 


remarked, that if Mr. Willis was then to be coun- 
tenanced in keeping the charity ſecret, and under 
his entire management, his ſucceſſor would 


- undoubtedly claim the ſame privilege ; and the 


charity would hereafter become ſo much under 


'the power of the miniſter, he might do as he 


pleaſed with the money.,—Several charities had 
funk into oblivion, by non-application of the 
money, acquieſcence, and length of time; fo 


what had happened to other pariſhes, might 
poſſibly happen to the pariſh of Fulmer. But, 


notwithſtanding this, and the general diſſatisfaction 


which your lordſhip's ſentence had given, your 


high 
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high rank and ſtation in the church, ſeemed to 
have ſtamped ſuch authority upon what you had 
declared, that they concluded nothing further 
could be done, and deſpaired of ever ſeeing the 


charity ſet to rights. And this was conſidered ſo 


much to be the caſe, that others, no well-wiſhers 
to the pariſh, ſpoke and acted as 1f an entire 
victory was obtained over the pariſhioners: but 


we, for our parts, ſaw no room for exultation upon 


a defeat of this fort, which could not poſſibly add 
any honour to the miniſter of our pariſh. 

Truth, it muſt be confeſſed, may be ſuppreſſed 
or obſcured for a while, by the art of man, bur ic 
ſeldom fails, ſooner or later, to vindicate it's own 
native force and power ; and this ſeems verified in 
the caſe before your lordſhip, for a gentleman, 
who has ſhown his kindneſs to the pariſh, did, ſome 
ſhort time after we had been with your lordſhip, 
and when we leaſt expected it, procure us a copy 
of ſir Marmaduke Darell's deed, which expreſles 
the very reverſe of what you was plealed to 
declare to us. 

And we muſt own that it appears fo very extra- 
ordinary, that your lordſhip ſhould ſend for us 


over to Windſor, to inform us we had nothing to 


do with the charity, that we can't help thinking 
your lordſhip muſt, by ſome means or other, have 


been groſsly deceived and impoſed upon: and we 
imagine we ſhall do your lordſhip no ſmall ſervice, 
if, by laying before you a true ſtate of this affair, 


we enable you to judge with certainty how and by 
whom your lordſhip was led into ſuch great 
miſtakes about this charity. | 

Hitherto we have as briefly as poſſible given 


© your lordſhip a fair and impartial detail of what 
was done and ſaid, previous to our coming to the 


knowledge of the charity-deed, and now we beg 
your

your lordſhip's indulgence, while we relate what 
has been done fince the diſcovery of the ſame. 
The firſt ſtep, after we knew the purport of 
the charity-deed, was to ſerve Mr. Willis with 
the following notice, which was figned by us, and 
ſeveral other pariſhioners, viz. 


« Mr. WILLIS, 

«© We the underwritten pariſhioners of the 
e pariſh of Fulmer, having lately received infor- 
« mation, that the ledger-book, wherein the diſ- 
« burſements and payments of ſir Marmaduke 
« Darell's charity were formerly entered, ought 
% to have been conſtantly kept in the pariſh 
« church of Fulmer, under the care of the pariſh- 
« clerk, accordirg to the directions given for that 
„ purpoſe by the ſaid fir Marmaduke's charity- 
« deed, but, that you did, a great many years 
« ago, take into your cuſtody the ſaid ledger- 
% book, and alſo a copy of the ſaid charity-deed, 
„ which had been uſually kept in the ſaid pariſh 
for the inſpection and ule of the pariſhioners ; 
« and we alſo have been credibly informed, that 
« upon inquiry lately made of the pariſh- 
c clerk, for the ſaid book, he declared, he 
„ knew not where the ſame was kept, whether in 
the church or not, he not having the keeping 
<« thereof; and we being ſenfible, that you have 
e aſſumed to yourſelf the ſole management of 
* the ſaid charity for a great length of time, con- 
<« trary to the expreſs terms of the ſaid deed, 
« excluding the church-wardens therefrom, and 
keeping the ſaid ledger-book ſecret and con- 
<« cealed from the view of the pariſhioners, which 
« we think of ill conſequence to the poor of the 
„ ſaid pariſh; and, therefore, in virtue of the 
& authority and power we have to ſee that the 
& truſts of the ſaid charity are properly and rightly 

, « diſcharged ; 
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diſcharged; We do here give you notice and 
do require and expect that you forthwith 
deliver the ſaid ledger book to the ſaid pa- 
* riſh-clerk to be by him henceforth kept in 
* the ſaid pariſh- church, that the ſame may 
remain there under his care, ready to. be 


produced for the inſpection of the. church- 


wardens, and all others it may concern, from 
ing to the true intent and meaning of the ſaid 
* charity-deed; and in caſe you have not 
4 regiſtered in the ſaid ledger-book the diſ- 


the charity-money, which you have from time 
to time received, we delire that you will, within 
fix days from the date hereof, deliver or cauſe to 
„ be delivered to the ſaid the clerk a true copy 
* of the accompt you have kept of the diſburſe- 

ients and payments made from time to time 
out of the charity-money received by you, to 
the end that the ſame accompt may be kept in 
* the ſaid pariſh church, and remain there under 
* his care for the purpoſes aforeſaid. Witneſs our 
* hands, this 13th day of November, 1768. 


Mr. Willis haviag got intelligence that a paper 
was handed about and ligned by the pariſhioners, 
he was atraid 1t might be relative to the Charity, 
and one of us offered the above notice to him on 
a Sunday after divine ſervice. He ſpurned at it, and 
threw it from him with the greatelt indignation; 
but, afterwards, when his paſſion ſublided a little, 
he thought better of it, and took the ſaid notice 
And as Mr. Willis xnew that a veſtry was to be held, 

a few days after the delivery of the norice to him, 
we and ſeveral of the parzſhioners attended in 
expectation of ſecing the ſaid ledger book; and rhe 
pariſh clerk being prelent, was queſtioned about ith... 
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time to time, as occaſion ſhall require, accord- . 


burſements and payments made. by. you out of 
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15 but he declared he knew not where it was; and 
1 Mr. Willis, we were informed, was gone from home 
the day before, without ſending any excuſe for with- 
1 holding the ſaid ledger- book from the view of the 
| 1 Baffled thus, we were fully convinced 
r. Willis meant ſtill to delude us: and the gen- 
"y tleman who procured us a copy of the charity-deed 
[| being preſent, and perceiving this, judged it proper 
1 to read and explain it, that all there might clearly 
1 underſtand what ſir Marmaduke Darell's charity 
1 really was. This gave great general ſatisfaction to 
F the pariſhioners, as they teſtified by ſeveral de- 
"if monſtrations of joy on this occaſion. And as we 
| | mean to ſubmit to your lordſhip's conſideration our 
| remarks with the utmoſt fairneſs and candor, it may 
be proper to lay before your lordſhip a copy of the 
ii charicy-deed, as it came to our hands; wherein it 
will evidently appear what we and the reſt of the 
pariſhioners have to do with the charity. It is 
as follows:

liam Mathews, Robert Wallis, William Allen 
the elder, Henry Trumper, Thomas Newton, 
Chriſtopher Waſtall, John Butterfeild, and 
George Tredway, the ſome of three hundred 
and twenty pounds of current Engliſne money, 
to be by them layed out and beſtowed in lands 
of the cleare yearly value of ſixteene pounds 
above all repriſes, to be imployed uppon and 
towards the performance of the charitable works 
hereafter mentioned: And whereas they the 
ſaid William Mathews, Robert Wallis, William 
Allen the eldere, Henry Trumper, Thomas 
Newton, Chriſtopher Waſtall, John Butterfeild, 
and George Tredway, with the ſaid ſome of 
three hundred and twenty pounds, have pur- 
chaced, to them and theire heires, from John 
White, gent. and Roger Nathe, yeoman, a 
meſſuage and divers lands in Iver and Langly- 
Marſh, in the county of Bucks; and by the 
good likeing and approbation of the ſaid fir 
Marmaduke Darell have leaſed and demiſed 
the ſaid meſſuage and lands to the ſaid John 
White for the terme of one thouſand years, re- 
ſerving to them and their heires the yearly rent 
of ſixteene pounds, payable at the feaſt-days of 
the Annunciation of the Blefſed Virgin Mary, 
and St. Michael the Archangel, by even and 
egual portions. Now this indenture further 
witneſſeth, and it is hereby covenanted, con- 
cluded, and agrecd uppon, by, and between 


all the ſaid parties to theſe preſents; and the ſaid

len the eidere, Henry Trumper, Thomas New-

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ton, Chriſtopher Waſtall, John Butterfeild, and 


George Tredway, do for themſelves, their heires 
and aſſignees, covenant, promiſe, and grante, 
to and with the ſaid ſir Marmaduke Darell, his 
heires and aſſignees, that in diſcharge and per- 
formance of the truſts and confidence repoſed 
in them, they the ſaid William Mathews, Ro- 
bert Wallis, William Allen the eldere, Henry 
Trumper, Thomas Newton, Chriſtopher Waſt- 
all, John Eutterfeild, and George Tredway, 
and the ſurvivor and ſurvivors of them, theire 
heires and aſſignees, ſhall and will employ the 
ſaid ſixteen pounds yearly to the ſeveral uſe and 
uſes, intents and purpoſes, hereafter ſpecified 
and declared; that is to ſay, Five pounds per ann. 
parcel thereof, to be by tiiem, and the {urvivors 
of them, payed halt-yearly to the parſon-in- 


cumbent or curate-reſident of the faid pariſh- - 


churche of Fulmer aforeſaid, and to his and 
theire ſucceſſors, and the church-wardens of the 
ſame churche for the time being, to be by them 
employed and beſtowed for and towards the re- 

arations of the ſaid parriſh-churche of Fulmer 
aforeſaid, and for and towards the proviſion of 
books, ornaments, and things neceſſary to be 
uſed in the churche, and for and towards the 
putting forth of poore children of the ſaid 
parriſhe to be apprentices, whoſe parents ſhould 
not be found able to place them, and for and 
towards the proviſion of marriage- portions to 
and for ſuch poor ſervants within the ſaid par- 


riſhe as have honeſtly and faithfully ſerved theire 


maſters, miftres, or. dames, by the ſpace of 
ſeven years together at the leaſt; provided al- 
ways, that noe portion ſo to be given to any 
man ſarvante exctede the ſome of three pounds, 
nor to any maid farvante the ſome of fiftie ſhil- 
lings; And the ſaid parſon and church-wardens, 
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at the end of every yeare are to render and de- 
liver up theire accompts in writing of the dil- 
poſinge and beſtowinge of the ſaid annual ſome 


of five pounds unto the ſaid fir Marmaduke Da- 


rell and his heires; and if there ſhall be reſtinge 
in theire hands any ſurpluſage upon theire ac- 
compts, then the ſame is to remaine in the 
hands of the ſaid parſon and church-wardens 
for the time being, to be as a ſtock for the fur- 
ther relief of the poore of the ſaid parriſhe, as 
ſhall from time to time be thought fitt by the 
ſaid fir Marmaduke Darell and his heires, either 
to be laid out in fewel, corne, or otherwiſe; ig 
times of ſcarcitie or dearth, And concerning 


the elcaven pounds, reſidue of the ſaid yearly 


rent of ſixteene pounds, the ſame ſhall be im- 
ployed and beſtowed by the ſaid William Ma- 
thews, Robart Wallis, William Allen the eldere, 
Henry Trumper, Thomas Newton, Chriſtopher 
Waſtall, John Butterfeild, and George Tred- 
way, and the ſurvivors and ſurvivor of them, 
and their heires, in manner and forme following; 
that is to ſay, Uppon fix ſeveral perſons of te 
pooreſt houſkouiders of the ſaid parriſhe, the in- 
habitants for the time beinge in the tents or cot-

eight pence to be delivered to each of them im- 

mediately 
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mediately after morning prayer and ſermon 
ended, if there be any, every ſaboth-day, in the 
chancel of the ſaid parriſhe-church of Fulmer 
aforeſaid ; whereof to each ſuch poore houſe- 
houlder foure pence in money, and foure pence 
in breade, amounting in all, by the yeare, to the 
ſome of ten pounds eight ſhillings ; and that 
they ſhall yearly, on Michaclmas-eve, lay out 
and beſtow twelve ſhillings, reſidue of the ſaid 
ſome of ſixteen pounds per ann. in and uppen 
three paire of gloves, the one of the value of 
ſix ſhilling, to be by them then preſented and 
delivered to the dean of the free chappel of St. 
George in Windſor, patron of the ſaid pariſhe- 
church of Fulmer, and one paire of the value 
of three ſhillings, to be by them then preſented 
and delivered to the ſenior channon reſident of 
the free chappel of Windſor; and the other 
— of three ſhillings, to be by them alſoe pre- 
ented and given to the parſon incumbent or 


s. curate: reſident of the ſaid parriſhe- church of 


Fulmer aforeſaid for the time beinge; uppon 
this ſpeciall truſt and confidence repoſed by the 
ſaid {ir Marmaduke Darell in the ſaid deane 
and ſenior channon reſident in Windſor atore- 
ſaid, that they, or any of them, will take the 
paines, as often as nced ſhall require, to viſit 
the ſaid churche of Fulmer aforeſaid, and to ſee, 


from time to time, the ſeveral truſts aforeſaid 
performed according to the true intent and 
meaning of theſe preſents. And it is further 
concluded and agreed uppon, by and betweene 


all the ſaid parties to theſe preſents, that a

And it is 
agreed uppon by and between all the ſaid par- 
ties, that the ſaid parriſhe-clark for the time 
being, or ſuch other fitt perſon to be thereto 
elected as aforeſaid, ſhall have and take to his 
own uſe, for ſuch his paynes to be taken in 
keeping the ſaid ledger-booke aforeſaid, the 
advantage and benefit ariſinge yearly and grow» 
inge from the baker upon delivery or farvinge 
in of the breade for the ſaid poore as aforeſaid. 
And it is hereby further agreed uppon, by and

This copy is taken from an inrolment in chan- 
cery; and we doubt not your lordſhip will, upon 
examination, find it exactly agreeable to the ori- 
ginal deed, which we have rcaton to believe was 
tormerly lodged with the dean and chapter of 
Windſor; for when Dr. B—k, the ſenior canon, 
was applied to for an inſpection of the charity- 
deed, he ſaid, that there was ſuch a deed among 
the writings belongirs to the chapter, but it could 
not be ſeen, unleſs all the chapter were together, 


and he could not ſay when that would be, The 


myſtery of this, we acknowledge, is above cur 
comprehenſion, as it appears the chapter has no 
intereſt in this charity, otherwiſe than the dean 
and ſenior canon are to have each a pair of gloves, 
in confidence that they, or one of them, viſit the 
church cf Fulmer, and ſee, from time to time, 
the ſeveral truits mentioned in the ſaid deed per- 
formed, according to the true intent and meaning 
thereof; but we never heard that the dean or ſe- 
nior canon ever did viſit. 

Beſides, we mutt further acquaint your lordſhip, 
that about two years after the execution of the 
above-mentioned charity-geed, we underſtand that 
ſir Marmaduke Darell, in augmentation ot this 
charity, gave 100 l. more, which was laid out in a 
further purchaſe of lands in Iver pariſh; for it 
appears by a deed of bargain and ſale, inrolled in 
chancery, bearing date the 24th of November,

Your lordſhip will pleaſe to obſerve, that this 
51. 45. ju augments the gift before-mentioned of 
4 d. in money, and 4 d. in 1 bread, to the {ix poor 
houſeholders, to 6d. in money, and 6d. in bread; 
and this 51. 4s. added to the 161. provided by 
the charity-deed, make the whole yearly income

And now we have given your Jordfhip a fair 
account how we came to tne knowledge of this 
charity, we beg leave to ſubmit to your peruſal 
the following remarks, 


I. That 
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I. That all poſſible care ſeems. to have been 
taken in the framing and eſtabliſhing this charity 
upon the firmeſt foundation, chat neither time or 
fraud ſnould prevail againſt it. Truſtees are con- 
ſtituted, both clergy and laity, and their power 
divided and diverſified, ſo that they may be a mu- 
tual check upon one another, and thereby pre- 


vent any thing kane done contrary to the expreſs 


directions of th 


deed, which ought moſt certainly 


to be adhered to as the declared will of the donor. 


But notwithſtanding all this precaution, experience 


hath taught us, that the wiſeſt plans for perpe- 
tuating of charities may be broke through by | 


men of ſubtilty, who find their advantage in 
doing it. | f ar 

II. It is plain fir Marmaduke: Darell in this 
charity had theſe four objects in his view; 1. The 
eaſing the pariſhioners in the repairs of the church. 
2. The enabling poor children to learn trades, by 
which they might gain a livelihood, and become 
uſeful to the public, 3. The encouraging ſervants 
to behave. well, by providing ſomething for ſuch 
as ſerved ſeven years in their places in the pariſh. 
4. The rendering the lives of the poor houſe- 
holders more comfortable, by having ſomething 
independent of the pariſhioners. All which cha- 
rities reſpecting the rich, as well as poor, of the 
'pariſh, we think if no power had been given by 
the deed to the pariſhioners to inſpect, they would 


' unqueſtionably have had a right to ſeq that the 


charity- money was faithfully diſpoſed of to the 

ſeveral uſes it was given. | 
III. The deed in no caſe gives the miniſter a 
power of acting alone: his power is joint, either 
with the church-wardens or with the pariſhioners; 
viz. with the church-wardens, in beſtowing the 
5 1. directed to be paid yearly by the truſtees to 
him and them for the purpoſes as mentioned;

| tinker in the whole or part, ſhould be kept in 


private, and from the knowledge of the pa- 
riſhioners; for a ledger-book is directed to be 
kept in the pariſh-church by the pariſh-clerk, 
wherein the diſburſements and payments of the 


ä are from time to time to be re- 


iſtered; to the end perfect accompts thereof may 
made up and peruſed on Michaelmas-eve 
yearly by the dean or ſenior canon at their viſita- 
tion, or in their default, by the more number of 
-the pariſhioners requiring the ſame. And we 
think the miniſter keeping the ledger-book at his 
own houſe is contrary to the directions of the

V. The dean and ſenior canon have not power

VI. Neither the dean or ſenior canon has-power 
-to order any of the charity-money to be diſpoſed of 
in any other manner than as the deed directs; and 
deb we think your lordſhip giving directions

without our approbation, as church-wardens, is 
2 conformable to the true meaning of the 

eed. 
VII. And if what we hear is true, that Mr. 
Willis got himſelf, upon a new conveyance, ap- 
pointed one of the truſtees, this, we apprehend, 
muſt be done with deſign the better to engroſs the 
on management of the charity to himſelf; for 
t is not eaſy to conceive, by any conſtruction, 
that fir Marmaduke Darell ever intended the mi- 
nifter ſhould act in a double capacity; for this 
might be a means of weakening, if not deſtroy- 
ing, the principal barrier made to preſerve this 
charity from any abuſe. | 

Thus your lordſhip fees, notwithſtanding the 
difficulties we have had to encounter, we have at 
laſt come to a certain knowledge of this uſeful 
charity, which, for its excellency, may challenge 


moſt other charities in this kingdom, inaſmuch as 


it relieves the poor, provides for youth, and re- 


wards merit. 


But to return to our narrative After this cha- 
rity-deed had been fo read, and explained to the 
pariſhioners, at the veſtry, on the 15th of No- 
vember laſt, as before- mentioned, it was then 
agreed upon by them, that in caſe Mr. Willis 
neglected to deliver the ledger-book to the clerk, 
purſuant: to the notice given him as above-men- 


. tioned, and refuſed to ſubmit his accompts to 
be properly and fairly examined, in the pre- 


fence of the pariſhioners, at a meeting for that 
purpoſe, a ſuit ſhonld. be inſtituted to compel 
him to it. Mr. Willis being informed of what 
had paſſed at this veſtry, which na doubt greatly 
alarmed him, as he wholly depended upon the im- 
probability of the pariſhioners ever coming at a 
xRowledge of the charity-deed, he thought it

would be in vain to oppoſe us any longer; and 
therefore, under a pretence of making us' ac- 
quainted with the charity, which he mult be ſen- 
ſible we then knew, he ſent for us to ſhew us the 
deed, and the ledger- book; and we looked into 
the ſame, and found, according as he had ſtated 
the accompts of the payments and diſburſements, 
there was a balance of 47 J. in his hands, or there- 


abouts; but no vouchers were produced of what 


had been. laid out. upon the church, or any offer 


made that the ſame ſhould be examined by the 


pariſhioners, as we think they ought to be, as 
being the beſt judges of what has been done to 
the church, 

Soon after we communicated this to ſeveral of 
the pariſhioners, who were of opinion, it was pro- 
per, in the ſituation of the affair, to have a meet- 
ing of the pariſhioners, to inſpect the ledger-book 
and the ſtate of the accompts, in order that the 
ſame might be examined, and the money in hand 
applied to the uſes it ought regularly to have been 
applied before; and with this view it was that one 
of us waited upon Mr. Willis to acquaint him 
with our intention of having a veſtry for the pur- 
oo aforeſaid. But he did not approve of any 

uch thing, ſaying, we might come to his houſe, 
and ſee the accompts there; and upon being told, 


that was not a proper place to tranſact ſuch kind 


of buſineſs in, and if he did not chuſe to be at 
the veſtry, he might ſend the ledger-book and his 
accompts by the clerk or his ſervant, and the pa- 


riſhioners would expect he ſhould do it. 


Accordingly. on the Sunday ſollowing notice 
was given of a veſtry to be held on the then next 
Tueſday, the 20th of December, when we, and 
ſeveral others of the pariſhioners, were there ; but 
Mr. Willis neither attended, or ſent the ledger- 
book, or any excuſe for not doing it; but on —

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Ih hand, the clerk gave the pariſhioners preſent 
10 underſtand that the 1 ledger-book would not be 
produced at the church, and char Mr. Willis woukt 
never more attend a veſt 

We muſt confels to your lordſhip, that the un- 
willingneſs Mr, Willis has long diſcovered to have 
this charity looked into, and now his backwardnefs 
in having his accompts undergo a public and fair 
examination at a veſtry, by ſuch of the pariſhioners 
vho are beſt able to judge of their fairneſs, creates, 
not only. in ours, but in the minds of others, 
fuſpicions greatly to his diſadvantage. We are 
ſenſible what is required is highly reaſonable, and 
conformable to the deed, which gives the power 
of inſpecting the accompts of the payments and 
diſburſements, in default of the dean and fenior 
canon viſiting, to the pariſhioners we think 
too, that as there are gentlemen in the pariſh 
better qualified than ourſelves to judge of this 
. matter, we ought to have their affiſtance 

this occaſion, and the ſooner we could have the ac- 
compts examined the better; for we apprehend 
that if any accident ſhould happen to Mr. Willis, 
the pariſhioners may meet with more difficulty ini 
ſettling with his repreſentative, for many reaſons, 
which we ſhall not trouble your lordſhip with, 


Beſides the balance in hand, according to the 


Kate of the accompt ſhewn us at Mr. Willis's 
| . houſe, which we cannot in any ſort allow to be 
right, till fairly examined, and authenticated by 
luction of the vouchers, there will be, nexc 
1 day, a whole year's rent due; but we can 
by no means ſubſcribe to Mr. Willis's opinion, 
that it is neceſſary to keep any of this charity- 
money in hand, as he told one ct the pariſhioners, 
to provide againſt the accident of the roof of the 
church being blown off; it being a remarkable 
firm building, and perhaps from its fituation the 
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leaſt expoſed to ſuch an accident of an church in 
England. Nor can we agree with Mr. Willis, 
however convenient it may be to him, that any of 
the charity-money ſhould be with-held ann the 
poor, or thoſe intitled to the benefit of this cha- 
rity z nay, we are fully convinced fir Marmaduke 
Darell intended that all the ſeveral charities men- 
tioned in the deed ſhould take place from year to 
year, as the money ſhould be found ſufficient to 
anſwer them; and we can ſee no reaſon why the 
tivo ſervants who petitioned your lordſhip ſhould 
not have the gift, they having, by their ſervice, 
as we apprehend, acquired a right to the fame. 
It is clear to us, had the money which has ac- 
cumulated by Mr. Willis's ceconomy been ap- 
plied as it ought, in apprenticing out I and 
rewarding ſervants, many might, in the 
twenty-five years, have ei the — © of oo 
charity, not only to their own emolument, but to 
that of the pariſh, which, at this time, is very 
heavily burdened with the poor, in compariſon of 
what it was ſome years ago. 

And we muſt not forget to mention too, that 
though it may have been very agreeable to Mr. 
Willis to have from time to time the ſole nomi- 
nation of the poor houſeholders, as vacancies hap- 
pened by death, and he may have had intereſted 


views in doing it; yet we think as ſir Marmaduke | 


Darell's heir is unknown, at leaſt to us, the nom1- 
nation ought to be made, for the time to come, 
conformable to the directions of the deed, by the 
miniſter and the pariſhioners, without any favour 
or partiality ; and, we are ſorry to ſay it, a recent 
inftance makes us wiſh this: the more earneltly ; 
for a very honeſt farmer above ſeventy-five years of 
age, who having lived in the parith upwards of 
fitty years, and by the ſweat of his brow contri- 
buted his proportion. to the maintenance of the 


poor, 
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a late vacancy, 
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poor, is, by misfortunes and old | age, become. 


truly a e 94-7 oe of this charity ; but upon 
| e was cruelly poſtponed to make 
way for another,. who has little; or no pretenſions 
to this charity, only he was a favourite of the 
-miniſter, and therefore muſt have it, in preference 
to this worthy old man; but we apprehend that 
this nomination being irregular, it may be al- 
tered, and that the poor old farmer may ſtill have 
juſtice done him. | 
It is true, there are other patticulars we might 
mention to your lordſhip, to ſhew how unfairly 
the pariſhioners have been dealt with in this af- 
fair; yet to avoid the imputation of having the 
leaſt ill-will to Mr. Willis, we ſhall forbear to 


enumerate them, contenting ourſelves with laying 


before your lordſhip a plain but true detail of 


ſuch facts only as are neceſſary to enable your 
tordfhip to form a right judgment of this matter; 
for as on the one hand we are deſirous, while we 


continue church-wardens, to diſcharge our duty 


with honour and integrity, ſo on the other, we 
ſhould be exceeding ſorry to give any juſt cauſe of 
offence to any one. | i 
However, it may not be improper to acquairit 
your lordſhip, that we are not unapprized how 
difficult it is for perſons of high rank and for- 


tune to view the rights of poor individuals in 


their. true light; for what may ſeem to the rich 


and opulent a mere trifle, and unworthy their 


notice, is oftentimes to the neceſſitous their chief 
ſupport. And if fir Marmaduke Darell's charity 
ſhould appear roo inſignificant to deferve much of 
your attention, we are nevertheleis very ſenſible 


of. the great utility.of it to the pariſh of Fulmer, 
and, if managed with. due care for the future, 
may be accompanied with greater benefits to the 
Pariſhioners than it has been of late years.—Yovr 
j 5 | lordſhip 
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lordſhip mav have been deceived, but we will not 
"ſuppoſe you in any fort diſpoſed to obſtruct an in- 
quiry into the abuſe of this charity. Indeed it 
has been -intimated in the pariſh, that your lord- 
ſhip perſuaded Mr. Willis not to ſhew his ac- 
compts to the pariſhioners ; but we do not know 
how to give credit to ſo bold an aſſertion. We 
rather think this tale has been artfully propagated 
with the ſame cunning purpoſe as other ſuch like 
inventions, induſtriouſly ſet on foot to ſtifle, if poſ- 
ſible, all inquiry into the application of the cha- 
rity- money; but the pariſhioners are not ſo eaſily 
to be cajoled: they ſee clearly through the in- 


Neg deluſion, and will no longer be amuſed by 
ch fubterfuges : they think what they require 1s 


- altogether juſt and reaſonable, and they are deter- ö 


mined to have the accompt of payments and diſ- 
burſements of this charity, for twenty five years 
paſt, carefully examined by thoſe capable of 
doing it to their ſatisfaction. The mere producing 
the ledger- book at the miniſter's houſe may pals 
with the ignorant as ſufficient; but with thoſe 
who are more conuſant in the wiles of men, 
ſuch low evaſion rather helps to increaſe than di- 
miniſh the ſuſpicion, that all is not right. But 
notwithſtanding the pariſhioners reſolution, they 
are very unwilling to commence a ſuit to compel 
an accompt of this charity, if they can poſſibly 

obtain it by any other means. Perhaps your lord- 
ſhip may aſk, What is it we would deſire to have 


done in this affair? We anſwer, Theſe four 
things. 


I. That Mr. Willis may deliver to John Green, 


the pariſh-clerk, the ledger-book, to be by him 
kept in the church of Fulmer for the time to 
come, ready to be produced for the uſe of the 


church- wardens and pariſhioners, agreeable to the 
direction of the charity-deed. 


E II. If 
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II. If your lordſhip thinks it incompatible wth 
your dignity to viſit, and, in the preſence of the 
pariſhioners, to examine into and correct the abuſes 
of the charity, that then you will enjoin Mr. Wil- 
lis to ſubmit his accompts of the payments and 


_ difburſements to be fairly examined, for the time 


he has had the receipt of the charity-money, by 
the pariſhioners, at a meeting, to be had upon due 
notice at the church, for that purpoſe. 

III. And when Mr. Willis's accompts have been 
ſo examined, and it appears what money remains 
as a balance in his hands to be diipoſed of, that 
the fame may be applied, as ſoon as poſſible, to 
thoie des it ought regularly to have been before 
applied .agrecable to the charity-deed ; viz. in 
apprenticing out poor boys, and rewarding ſer- 
vants who have ſerved ſeven years in their places 
in the pariſn. But as to the repairs of the church, 
we think'the accruing rent will be very ſufficient 
tor that and the other charities. { 

IV. And that the charity, for the time to come, 
be put upon a right footing in all reſpects, and 
the ycarly income be applied, as it ought to be, 
with the knowledge of the church- wardens and 
pariſhioners, conformable to the intention of the 
donor. . 

Surely, my lord, theſe things are reaſonable in 
themſelves, and we cannot conceive there can be 
any objection made to them, unleſs that fuch. a 
compliance may bring the hidden things to light, 
and manifeit that which ſome may think better 


buried in oblivion. But juſtice to the poor, to 


the venerable name of fir Marmaduke Darell, and 
to the. public, muſt ſuperſede all private conſi- 
derations ; and that juſtice requires. that this ex- 
cellent charity ſnould be preſerved, for the bene- 
tir of the poor, to the lateſt ages, in all its parts, 


agreeable to the generous and noble deſign of the 
tounder. „

We beg your lordſhip's pardon for having taken 
up ſo much of your time; but the ſentence which 
you was pleaſed to pronounce upon this charity, 
intended to be open to the inſpection of the pa- 
riſhioners, made it neceſſary for us to explain our- 
ſelves fully upon it; and we hope what we have 
ſaid will meet with your lordſhip's approbation, 
inaſmuch as you would thereby be enabled to dife 
cover how and in what manner you was led into ſo 
great miſtakes about this &harity, But before we 
conclude, we beg to obſerve, That though fir 
Marmaduke.
